Bulletins from 489 precincts out of 1,322 
in the city gave the following results: Sabath, 
Dem.

The preéminence of Sabath, a brother of 
Congressman Sabath, was especially notable, 
as he was listed seventh among the nine 
names on the ballot. It was a repetition of 
his feat at the primaries, when he landed at 


the head of the ticket although he had been 


buried far down among almost a score of 
candidates for the nine nominations. Hid 
success is attributed largely to the fact that 
there was no Jewish candidate on the whole 
Republican ticket. 

His vote and the lead taken by Scully and 
Caverly, the representatives on the ticket 
of the First ward and the eongested dis- 
tricts borcéering the river. incicatec the vigor 
with which the old guard of the Democratic 
machine supported the ticket.

Returns .Indicate That the Plurality 
Over R. L. Taylor Will Be 15,000— 
Legislature Will Remain Democratic, 


Nashville, Tenn., Noy. 8—{Special.}— 
Chairman Newell Saunders of the Republican 
state committee claims the election of B. W. 
Hooper [Rep] and B. A. Enloe Dem. ], fu- 
sionists, by 15.000 to 20000. The Democrats 
concede the defeat of R. L. Taylor for gov- 
ernor. 

Eight Democratic congreesmen and two 
Republicans have been elected.

REPUBLICANS LEAD IN OREGON, 
Incomplete Returns Indicate — J. 


Republican congressman from the Fifteenth, 
were defeated. Late returns from Cleve- 
land precincts showed Corgreseman James 
H. Cassidy, Republican, losing heavily in 
the Twenty-first district and apparently de- 
feated by R. J. Bulkeley, Democrat. 
Scattering returns show a heavy Demo- 
eratic gain in the legisiature, and, without 
definite figures. Democratic leaders are claim- 
ing a majority for their party in the next 
legislature, which will elect a successor to 
Charles Dick, the Republican cenior senator. 
The possible élection of a Democratic ma- 
jority on joint session of the legislature brings 
into prominence the names of Atiee Pomer- 
ene, Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor, Brand Whitlock, mayor of Toledo, 
and Newton D. Baker, city solicitor of Cleve- 
land, as possible successors to Senator Dick. 


The importance af the Ohio campaign lay 
almost .entirely upon its bearing on 
presidential situation in 1912. The Demo- 
crats renominated Gov. Harmon tard based 
their claim for his reélection. principally 
upon the record he made during his present 
term, especially in exposing Republican 
graft. They also formally indorsed him ar 
Ohio's choice for the Democratic nomination 
for the presidency two years hence. The 
Republicans likewise indorsed President 
‘raft for the Republican nomination. . 

In the early days of the campaign the Re- 
publican party in the state was in a badly 
demoralized condition. As a result of the 
interference of the president. many of the 
causes of difference between prominent Re- 
publicans were removed. It was impossible, 
however; to secure effective unity. 

For mer Secretary of the Interior James R. 
Garfield of Cleveland and other progressives 
made a flght for their principles in the atate 
convention, but were defeated. Warren G. 
Harding of Marion was nominated for the 
governorship at the dictation of Boss Cox 
of Cincinnati. It was difficult for the pro- 
gressives to swallow the platform adopted 
by the convention, but they evaded it as far 
as they could and gave their personal sup- 
port to the Republican candidate. 
generally understood that the Aldrich law 
was fashioned in the direct interest of Buck- 
eye state industries, but in sp'te of this be- 
lief in Washington, Ohioans objected to nu- 
merous provisions of the mecsure and there 
existed a protest against the increased cost 
of living, not so intense perhaps as tn other 
sections of the country. but nevertheless 
strong. 

Taft Aids Campaign. 

The administration realized after the cam- 
paign had begun that a mistake was made 
in permitting the Republican state conven- 
tion to indorse President Taft for a second 
term. The president did not seek this in- 
dorsement, but it was given him because it 
was believed the effect would be helpful to 
Republicans’ chances. Having been drawn 
go deeply into the campaign, the president 
realized he must do everything in his power 
to ald in the success of the Republican ticket. 
He therefore sent members of his cabinet 
into the state, and Col. Roosevelt also de- 
livered a number of speeches therein. 

The record of Gov. Harmon as a corpora- 
tion lawyer and as receiver for the C., H. & 
D. railroad was vigorously assailed by Co. 
Roosevelt and other speakers. Gov. Har- 
mon made a strong personal campaign. Wil- 
Ham Jennings Bryan carefully refrained 
from entering the state, evidently having 
no intention of being even indirectly com- 
mitted to the nomination of Harmon for 
the presidency in 1912. 


FEW RETURNS IN WASHINGTON. 


Indications All . Point to Republican

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 8—Only a few pre- 
cincts in Washington have been heard from, 
but the meager returns point to the reten- 
tion of W E Humphrey, Republican, Stan- 
ton Warburton. and W L. La Follette, insur- 
gent Republicans from Second and Third 
district.

LS OF THE ELECTION. 

‘The bomb which broke the pold of the Re- 
publican party upon national and state 
power was the Aldrich law. Fashioned by 
the Republicans themselves, they incorpor, 
ated ingredients therein which, une certain 
chemicals, harmiess when apart. precipitate 

an explosion when mixed. 

It provoked a split in the party and ar- 
rayed in bitter antagonism progressives and 
standpatters: It gave rise to the cry that 
extortionate prices were being charged the

Dari Pledges Not Fulfilled. 

The people, by their ballots, have certified 
their belief that the tariff pledge in the na- 
tional Republican platform was not strictly 
regarded; that the. reductions made were 
neither ‘adequate ‘nor in accordance with the 
promise’ extended.

New Jersey's results are important, too, for 
the reason that they have created another 
Democratic preeidential possibility—Wood- 
row Wilson. president of Princeton uni- 
versity. Mr. Wilson is clean, straightcut, and 
fearless, and he will have a large following 
in the national Democratic convention when 
it meets in the summer of 1912. 

To return to congress: Many landmarks 
will be missing when the first session of the 
Sixty-third congress convenes. In the sen- 
ate Aldrich, Hale, Burrows, apd others, who 
have composed the inner ring, will have dis- 
appeared. With greater power than ever 
wil] be Cummins of Iowa, Bristow of Kansas, 
Clepp of Minnesota, La Follette of Wisconsin, 
Borah of Idaho.

In his place in that position will be Champ 
Clark of Missouri, minority leader on the 
floor of the house and the natural heir to 
Cannon's power.

Poles Not Being Assimilated. 


Probably not. But any one who thinks 
the Slave have been or are being assimilated 
in Prussia, Russia, Austria, or Hungary is 
not acquainted with the facts and does not 
understand east European politics. I begin 
to wonder if assimilation has taken place 
anywhere in Europe on the scale and to the 
degree usually believed. The process of 
Germanizing Slavs got a good start, but then 
the Slavs woke up. Today they are more 
than holding their own. Slav blood, dormant 
for generations, ie flowing faster. Polish, 
Czech, Slovak, Ruthene, Slovene pimples are 
breaking’ from behind the German veneer.
